Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a liquid dish cleaning composition which comprises approximately by 
weight: 

(a) 1% to 6% of a sodium salt of a C8-C16 linear alkyl benzene sulfonate 
surfactant; 

(b) 7% to 13% of a magnesium salt of a C8-C16 linear alkyl benzene 
sulfonate surfactant; 

(c) 8% to 14% of an ammonium or sodium salt of an ethoxylated C8-C18 
alkyl ether sulfate surfactant having 1 to 30 moles of ethylene oxide; 

(d) 8% to 14% of an ammonium or sodium salt of an ethoxylated alkyl ether 
sulfate surfactant having 5 to 1 0 moles of ethylene oxide;

(e) 3% to 10% of an amine oxide surfactant; 

(f) 0.5% to 10% of at least one solubilizing agent; and 

(g) the balance being water, wherein the composition has a PH of 3 to 7 and 

has a viscosity of 1 00 to 1 ,000 cps at 250C using a #21 spindle at 20 rpm as measured 
on a Brookfield RVTDV-II viscometer. 

The closest prior art of D'Ambrogio et al, US 5,998,347 teaches a light duty 
cleanser comprising sodium alkyl benzene sulfonate, magnesium alkyl benzene 
sulfonate, alkyl ether sulfate having 1 .3 moles of ethylene oxide, amine oxide surfactant, 
sodium xylene sulfonate, and the balance water (col. 6, example 1 ). The prior art does 
not teach the specific components in the specific proportions as those presently 
claimed. Accordingly, the present claims are allowable.
